Hospital on November 13th. Mr. H. G. Taytor of St. 
George’s Hospital delivered an entertaining and_ helpful 
address On uterine displacements and their treatment. In the 
subsequent discussion nearly all present took part. 


LANCASHIRE AND CHESHIRE BRANCH: ROCHDALE DIVISION 


4 meeting of the Rochdale Division was held at the R »chdale 
Infirmary on November 4th, when the chairman, Dr. W. H. 
Canse, presided, and cighteen other members were present 
po hear a most instructive lecture by Mr. GEOFFREY 
spreERSON On the diagnosis and treatment of intracranial 
and intraspinal growths. 

Dealing first with spinal tumours, the lecturer said that 

these were rare in contrast with cerebral tumours, which, 
apart from cancer, were the commonest growths in the 
human body. The two chief symptoms of spinal tumour 
were root pain and spastic paraplegia, but a large number 
did not give rise to any pain at all, or only to pain of a very 
indefinite character. One was then faced with the diagnosis, 
often extremely difficult, of a case of cord compression of 
yague origin. Help might be sought by examination of the 
cerebro-spinal fluid, which did not undergo change in spinal 
degeneration, but in cord compression was usually definitely 
yellow in colour, and instead of containing 25 mg. per cent. 
of albumin might be found to contain as much as 100 mg. 
Examination of the pressure variations in the fiuid based on 
Queckenstedt’s method often gave valuable information, as 
also did lipiodol injection. Diagnosis in these cases was of 
ramount importance, since the results of early operation 
were frequently brilliant. Neuralgia of the major spasmodic 
type was the next rarest cerebral lesion. In the lecturer’s 
opinion, alcohol injections were only useful in educating the 
patient as to the degree of cure, with its accompanying numb- 
ness, to be expected from fractional resection of the nerve 
roots, which was the modern operation for this condition. 
Of cerebral tumours, 25 per cent. were of the inoperable 
frontal type, but modern methods had revealed the fact that 
there was a large proportion of tumours which were not 
glomatous. Certain types of tumour had definite sites of 
election in the brain. The classical symptoms—headache, 
vomiting, and papilloedema—were due to compression, and 
therefore were late symptoms. An earlier diagnosis was 
desirable if benefit was to be obtaineod from operation. 
Perhaps the most suggestive sign was persistent headache, 
frequently occipital, in a person not previously subject to 
headache ; slight attacks of paresis should also arouse 
suspicion. Mr. Jefferson showed a series of slides of 
ventriculograms and radiograms taken for diagnostic purposes ; 
among other photographs he showed one of a tumour weighing 
about 9 ounces which he had removed successfully from the 
brain of a woman, and who, in consequence of the operation, 
was able to resume her household duties. 
Drs. RicHarpson and J. C. JEFFERSON discussed some points 
with the lecturer. In proposing a vote of thanks, Dr. 
RicHMonpD expressed the feeling of the meeting by dwelling 
on the fascinating and illuminating character of the lecture. 
The vote was seconded by Dr. Emmett, and carried. By 
the kindness of the matron light refreshments were provided 
after the lecture. 


METROPOLITAN CoUNTIES BRANCH: NorTH MIDDLESEX 
DIv!stIon 


The opening meeting of the session of the North Middlesex 
Ivision was held on November 4th at the Southgate Town 
Hall, when the chairman, Dr. Matcotm Manson, delivered 
an address on tradition and progress in medicine. Dr. 
Manson dealt with the constant struggle which was waged 
in medicine between the old and the new, and showed how 


much of our present-day practice was based on early tradition. 
xamples were given from the history of medicine of the 
difficulties which had so often attended the propagation of 
new ideas in treatment. and to illustrate how difficult it often 
was for the theories of yesterday to answer satisfactorily the 
questions of to-day.

Macponatp and seconded by Dr. J. D. R. Morro, concluded 
the meeting. 
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METROPOLITAN COUNTIES BRANCH: ST. PANCRAS DIVISION 


The second meeting of the 1931-32 session of the St. Pancras 
Division was held on November 10th in the Hastings Hall 
at the British Medical Association House, 

Dr. Sowpen took the chair, and introduced Mr. A. J. Watton 
of the London Hospital, who gave an address on the surgery 
of jaundice. Mr. Walton dealt first with the difficulties of 
distinguishing between medical and surgical conditions causing 
this symptom. He subdivided the latter group according to 
the different causes of obstruction to the bile ducts, and 
explained various methods of diagnosis and treatment by 
reference to a number of interesting cases of which he had had 
personal experience. He laid particular stress on the danger 
of ‘ascending infection following cholecystgastrostomy, and 
also on the great importance of not cutting any structure in 
the region of the gall-bladder before that structure had been 
carefully isolated. Stricture of the common duct, he said, 
was almost always due to injury received at a previous 
operation. He concluded his address with a discussion of the 
medical treatment of gall-stones, and showed two x-ray 
photographs, one taken before and the other after the evacua- 
tion of twenty-eight supposed gall-stones by that means. 
Both photographs showed a gail-bladder containing fourteen 
stones. 

The address was followed by a short discussion, and a vote 
of thanks to the chairman concluded a very interesting 
evening. 


METROPOLITAN COUNTIES BRANCH: SOUTH MIDDLESEX 
DIVISION 


‘At a meeting of the South Middlesex Division on November 
4th, at St. John’s Hospital, Twickenham, with Dr. P. W. L. 
Camps in the chair, it was decided to call a special meeting 
for December 2nd to consider the present position of the 
infant welfare and ante-natal clinics, with reference to their 
encroachment on general practice. 

Dr. L. S. T. Burkett delivered an address on recent 
advances in asthma, defining this disease as a loss of balance 
between the vagus and the sympathetic nervous system, which 
occurred in predisposed individuals as the result of some 
stimulus. The lecturer enumerated six groups of stimuli— 
namely, animal emanations, pollen, food, drugs (especially 
aspirin), climate, and bacteria. Cutaneous tests, though 
‘sometimes useful, were unreliable. For the treatment of the 
asthmatic attacks there was the time-honoured injection of 
atropine or adrenaline, the oral administration of ephedrine, 
and various inhalations for the less severe symptoms. The 
predisposition could be treated by suitable hygiene ; dieting ; 
moving to a different climate ; proceeding in accordance with 
the results of any specific cutaneous test ; administering anti- 
catarrhal vaccine in small and slowly increasing doses ; 
injecting peptone, T.A.B. vaccine, or sterilized milk ; inhaling 
mixtures containing ephedrine ; and psychotherapy. Such 
drugs as morphine and stramonium should be avoided, since 
the first tended to habit formation and the second to chronic 
bronchitis. 

Dr. Camps, on behalf of the meeting, thanked Dr. Burrell 
for giving such a clear account of the present position with 
regard to asthma, and added some interesting points from his 
own experience of these cases. 


NorTH OF ENGLAND BRANCH: DARLINGTON DIVISION 


A meeting of the Darlington Division was held at the King’s 
Head Hotel, Darlington, on November 19th, when Dr. 
FALCONER presided over a very good attendance. Supper was 
served, after which the meeting was treated to a most excel- 
lent and diverting address by Dr. G. Cockrort, entitled 
‘“Two hundred years of country practice.’’

Dr. Stoan Botton gave an interesting account of the 
Annual Meeting at Eastbourne. 

Dr. G. Bateman, county tuberculosis officer for County 
Derry, opened a short discussion on milk and tuberculosis. 
He gave an interesting account of the conference at Margate 
last summer. In the discussion which ensued, Dr. C. O. S. B. 
Brooke, county tuberculosis officer for County Antrim, and 
others took part. 

The members subsequently visited the Somerset Dairy 
Farm, where the production of Grade A (T.T.) milk was 
demonstrated, by kind permission of Mr. A. M. Stuart. 
Great interest was taken in everything seen, several members 
expressing surprise that the Government did not insist on all 
dairies being run on up-to-date hygienic lines. It was con- 
sidered unfair that producers of Grade A (T.T.) milk should 
be penalized by having to pay a licence, and by having to 
bear the cost of veterinary surgeons’ fees for testing cows. 

By kind invitation of Dr. Belford, the members took tea 
before the meeting. 


SoutH WALES AND MONMOUTHSHIRE BRANCH 
A successful meeting of the South Wales and Monmouthshire 
‘Branch was held at the Royal Gwent Hospital, Newport, on 
November 12th, when the president, Dr. E. E. BRrier.ey, 
was in the chair, and over sixty members were present. 

Dr. Ivor Davirs read a paper on arterio-sclerosis, which 
was greatly appreciated ; a short discussion followed. Dr. 
GLYN MorGan read a paper on induction of labour, and an 
interesting commentary was contributed by Dr. WENTWORTH 
Taytor. A series of skiagrams of bone and joint cases was 
shown by Dr. W. H. Hastines, who later, in conjunction 
with Dr. H. Carro, demonstrated a skiagram of a case of 
silicosis of the lung, with the actual pathological specimen. 
Dr. P.C. P. INGRAM showed three cases of lupus erythematosus 
treated with great success by injections of an organic gold 
preparation, and also a case of ringworm treated by thallium 
acetate. He also showed a series of ulcers cured by treat- 
ment according to the Dickson Wright method. Dr. Mary 
(;oORDON presented a case of rupia with a persistent negative 
Wassermann reaction, and asked for suggestions as to a 
definite diagnosis. After considerable discussion the unani- 
mous opinion was that, clinically at all events, the case was 
syphilitic. Drs. H. Catro and R. H. Courter showed a 
pathological specimen of a case of multiple tuberculoma of 


the brain with eye symptoms, and described the clinical 
course. Dr. Epwarps showed a case of a fungating growth 
of the lower jaw, greatly improved by x-ray treatment. 


A very excellent demonstration of pathological specimens and 
microscope slides was given by Dr. H. Carro. 

At the close of the meeting the president, Dr. BrrerRLey, 
expressed the thanks of the Branch to the local secretaries, 
Drs. Roche and Catto, who had taken great trouble to 
arrange a most excellent programme. After the meeting tea 
was provided at the Royal Gwent Hospital.

CERTIFICATION OF INSURED PATIENTS 

Sir,—On July 11th you were good enough to print a lette 
from me on certification of insured patients. In it I Taised 
several points, the chief being the absurdity of basing per 
centage figures on small numbers referred, and I showed from 
individual cases of my own, which had been found ‘ capable” 
or “‘ signed off before appearance,’’ that there was a definit 
case for a liberal-minded inquiry before condemning any practi 
tioner for over-certification. The friendly reception of my 
letter more than surprised me. I received written and om 
thanks from colleagues, both in Scotland and in England, that 
were as gratifying as they were unexpected, and it is becang 
I believe that I write, not for myself alone, but as expressing 
the point of view of many of my fellow practitioner jg 
industrial districts, that 1 ask the courtesy of your colump 
again. 

This half-year I have been very fortunate. Without alter 
ing my standard of certification in the slightest, I appear tp 
have fallen into as good a record as my previous one wa 


bad. Since July Ist to date I have had ten patients referred 
Of these, five were found ‘‘ incapable,’’ one was “ unfit tp 
travel."’ The other four had al! signed off before receiving 


notice to attend the Board ; three had signed off ten days 
before receiving notice, one seven days before. There seems to 
be no definite ruling as to whether these will be included is 
“cases referred to K.M.O., declared Capable, failed to attend, 
or signed off before examination.’’ It would be a menstrow 
injustice if our faulty certification lst were swelled by peopk 
who had declared off ten days before being summoned ; but 
apparently that is at present the rule, and so I may be judged 
to have 40 per cent. defaulters this half-year. 

May I put in brief the certification situation as it appeas 
to us in industrial districts at present, and in doing 91 
endorse to the full the view expressed by Dr Montford in 
the Supplement of November 14th? Among active working 
people there is no malingering—quite the reverse. How oftet 
do we find a man with, say, an influenza or tonsillitis amd 
temperature 102°, and when we suggest that he must remaia 
in bed for several days, comes the inevitable reply: “ Bat 
doctor, I must get out to-morrow. You see, jobs are so scatte, 


and ’* Much the same applics to those on unemplor 
ment benefit. To put it on no higher ethical level, it des 
not pay to be on the sick list. In fact, as Dr. Montford 


observes, quite the reverse is the case, and many patients wh 
could quite legitimately be a claim on sick funds are at preset 
on unemployment benefit. For example, in my own practite 
I have known a patient with well-established disseminated 
sclerosis who regularly left his stick support outside wil 
a friend while he went inside to ‘‘ sign the book.’’ It is wa 
to be forewarned, therefore, that with the tightening up @

She had not been working, and, like most 
ay dwellers, was somewhat debilitated. Her mother was 
dine her for a month’s holiday, and her ‘‘ agent ’’ had 
‘ sted that it would be a good plan to go on to sick 
yenefit for the month. I pointed out the impossibility of 
doing this, and refused the certificate. She was one of five 
of a household, all on my panel list, but none of them has 
deserted me so far. 

The main points of our defence have been so ably stated 
in the British Medical Journal, and in various memoranda of 
the Insurance Acts and other Committees, that I need not 
stress them, except to emphasize the main factor in causing 
the apparent difference of opinion between regional medical 
gficers and practitioners. It is a difference that is more 
apparent than real. The reading of a final certificate is 
ys follows: ‘‘I hereby certify that... you have remained 
inapable of work up to and including undermentioned date 
_,,and that you will be fit to resume work to-morrow.’’ 
Js there any disease in the literature that renders a man 
incapable of work till midnight on Tuesday, and capable from 
2.1 a.m. on Wednesday? No. Now the practitioner who 
jas seen a patient in the acute stages of an illness (be it 
vere or mild) is just as honest (and perhaps more likely 
to be correct) in certifying a patient as still incapable in the 
convalescent stage, as the regional medical officer who just 
as honestly certifies him ‘‘ capable ’’ because the period of 
convalescence is almost over. And it has been fairly well 
established that these are the cases that, in the main, swell 
the list of suspected false certifications.—I am, etc.,

Sin—l have read with much interest Vox Humana’s 
ketter (November 28th, p. 297), and it is undoubtedly true, 
to use his own words, that the panel doctor who is not on the 
staff of a hospital! undertakes enormously less responsibility 
and workfor his patients than does he who sees them through 
all illnesses save those which require the more skilled services 
of a large hospital. But at the same time there is another

from choice, owing to lack of facilities in the home, and who 
would fegard a position on the hospital staff as more than 
adequate compensation for the extra work entailed.

To suggest that 
those who are fortunate enough to have placed at_ their 
disposal hospital facilities for the treatment of their insured 
patients which are denied to their colleagues should receive 
an extra remuneration in respect of such facilities seems to be

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the fact that within a short period of time I had several cases 
referred unnecessarily early. 

Dr. Brennan’s practice and mine are in an area supervised 
by the same R.M.O., and both of us have been in practice 
long before national health insurance came into force. I 
think his sense of justice will cause him to admit that he has 
not been quite fair to R.M.O.’s in general, and to the R.M.O. 
for this area in particular. Had he made an attack on the 
officials of the approved. society I could whole-heartedly have 
supported him. 

In my case, when forwarding to the R.M.O. the usual form 
duly filled in, I enclosed a strongly worded covering note 
complaining of the action of the approved society, and asked 
him to forward it to the society. I had a sympathetic and 
courteous reply from him, stating he had sent my note to 
the society. Since then I have had very few references of 
my cases to the R.M.O., and none about which I could 
complain. 

Now as to the complaint about the office of R.M.O. I do 
not think we can object to the appointment, or look upon 
such office as an excrescence. Medical men, like any other 
body of men, contain in their number good, bad, and _ in- 
different individuals of varying skill and capabilities, and 
when holding positions under public authorities in such large 
numbers as under the health insurance, supervision is neces- 
sary. The R.M.O. has no option but to examine all cases 
referred to him, and I fail to see any degradation in any man 
performing his duty. It is no personal matter between the 
R.M.O. and the doctor in attendance. 

As regards the insult, I, too, felt insulted, by the officials 
of the approved society, but not by the R.M.O., who in this 
instance is a university graduate, an F.R.C.S.Eng., and who 
has been qualified since 1896. It certainly was an injustice 
and hardship to the insured person to attend for examina- 
tion, but that again must be placed to the discredit of the 
approved society. The fact is the officials of the approved 
societies are like machines—they exercise no discretion. Their 
anxiety is to protect the funds of the societies, and the 
interests of patients and doctors are a secondary consideration. 
The abnormal drain on their funds, which is generally 
admitted, has made them “‘ panicky.’’ 

The defendant in the case is not the R.M.O., but the

THeE CHAIR OF THE COUNCIL 
As stated in our last issue, Sir Norman Walker was on 
November 24th elected President of the General Medical 
Council, in succession to Sir Donald MacAlister.

His personal 
character and attainments have exercised a profound 
influence on the relations of the Council with various 
Government departments and public health bodies with 
which it is constantly brought into touch. They regret 
that he has found it necessary on grounds of health to 
relinquish the office which he has filled so admirably, 
and in which for so long his wise judgements, impartial 
actions, and unvarying courtesy have commanded the 
esteem and affection of his colleagues. 


Professor J. B. Leathes was appointed Acting Chairman 
of Business in succession to Sir Norman Walker. 


ADDITIONAL DrrREcT REPRESENTATIVE 

A communication was read from the Privy Council 
stating that His Majesty, by Order in Council, had been 
pleased to approve of the proposal to confer on the regis- 
tered practitioners! resident in England and Wales the power 
of returning an additional member to the General Council, 
and that the addition would be made at the next ensuing 
election of direct representatives. 


EpucaTION COMMITTEE 

The report of the Education Committee was presented 
by the chairman, Professor LeatHEs, who said that an 
intimation had been received from Sir Humphry Rolleston 
to the effect that he desired to be relieved of his office as 
chairman of the committee, because his membership of the 
Council might be drawing to a close. The Education 
Committee had recorded its regret at this resignation, and 
its thanks to Sir Humphry Rolleston for the work he had 
done since his appointinent in 1927 as successor to the iate 
Dr. Mackay. 

The principal matter dealt with in the report was in 
connexion with a letter from the Deputy Medical Secre- 
tarv of the British Medical Association asking the 
Council whether it was possible for it to use its influence 
to persuade medical schools to grant facilities for the 
giving of lectures to final-year students on the nationil 
health insurance medical service. It was appreciated 
that the crowded state of the curriculum at present pre- 
vented such inclusion actually in the curriculum, but if 
facilities were given the Association would be prepared 
to nominate suitable lecturers and make itself responsible 
for their fees. 

The committee was of opinion that the British Medical 
Association might itself approach the medical schools in 
this connexion, having in view the resolution adopted py 
the Councii in 1922 in regard to professional education, 
to the effect that instruction should be given in the 
courses of forensic medicine and public heaith, or other- 
wise, on the duties devolving upon practitioners in their 
relationship to the State, and on the generally recognized 
rules of medical ethics. 


Pupstic HEALTH COMMITTEF 
Sir Joun Moore, for the Public Health Committee, 
reported that a communication had been received from 
the University of Liverpool, stating that the Faculty of 


Medicine there, aithough it had made Provisional teacp: 
arrangements to conform to the new rules of the Count 
with regard to the Diploma in Public Health did 
regard the new rules as an advance in the proper de ; 
With a curtailment of three months in the time allotted 
for academic tuition and administrative and ted 
experience, new academic courses were demanded wh;

Sir John Moore said that his committee had given they 
observations careful consideration, and, in thanking th 
universities, had again drawn their attention to the 
explanatory memorandum on the rules, and had aly 
informed them that if and when the rules were reyigg 
their observations would receive special attention, 


PHARMACOPOEIA COMMITTEE 

Dr. H. H. Dare brought forward the report of. th 
Pharmacopoeia Committee, which embodied the sixj 
report of the Pharmacopoeia Commission. It was state) 
that the draft of the Pharmacopoeia and appendices wa 
now complete, and the first proofs were being reviewed, 
Reports had been received from the Indian Committee 
Pharmacopoeia Revision and from the Pharmacy Boar 
of New Zealand, and communications from the authoritig 
responsible for the Austrian, Danish, and Swiss pharm 
copoeias, with the result that an interchange of inform 
tion on pharmacopoeial subjects had been established, 
Tie subcommitee on ergot had completed its work, anda 
detailed report describing the experimental basis of it 
recommendations to the commission was now in the preg, 
The reports of the subcommittees on digitalis and 
strophanthus, on ampoule glass, and on the preparation d 
sterile solutions for injection had already been pubiished, 

Dr. Dale added that the new British Pharmacopoeia 
was expected to be ready in the course of next year, anf 
the Executive Committee of the Council was empowerd 
to receive the completed draft and carry out the statutog 
procedure for its issue and publication. 


OTHER COMMITTEES 

The Examination Committee reported on the inspection 
up to date of the final examinations, and stated thati 
was hoped to complete the inspection of all the examim 
tions by the May session, 1932, when the committe 
would be able to report to the Council on the whole of tit 
1930 cycle. 

Another interim report was presented by the Educatiaa 
and Examination Committees on the place of preventiw 
medicine in the curriculum. This matter arose out ofa 
report by the Society of Medical Officers of Health. I 
was stated that comments upon the report and recom 
mendations contained therein had now been received from 
all the licensing bodies except the Universities of Cam 
bridge, Liverpool, and London. The drafting of the find 
report had been postponed until the May session of nett 
year.

be The complainant was Dr. A. J. C. Magian, but he did not 
ye *tend, and the facts were laid before the Council by the 
il Council’s solicitor, Mr. Harper. Dr. Wells was accompanied 
by her counsel, Mr. T. Carthew, instructed by Messrs. Le 
omy sseur and Oakley, on behalf of the London and Counties 
edical Protection Society. 

; t was stated that the article complained of was the fifth of 
series on “‘ Women workers,’’ and described Dr. Wells’s work 


as a woman police surgeon in examining policewomen and in 
making the medical investigations in offences against women 
and children. 

Dr. Wells, in evidence, said that she was appointed police 
surgeon in 1927, the only woman to hold that post on this 
side of the Atlantic. She received a letter from the newspaper 
asking permission to include an account of her work in this 
series, and she was interviewed by a woman reporter. She 
saw a proof before publication, and struck out the reference 
to her address, but, being very busy at the time through the 
absence of her partner, she was not as careful as she ought 
to have been. The eulogium she took to be mere journalistic 
padding. Her intention in consenting to publication was 
entirely altruistic. She had been interested in women’s 
work, and wanted to make it known that medical women 


‘could work as police surgeons and do private practice as well, 


in addition to living a domestic. life. She had had no idea 
of increasing her practice by such publication. At the time 
of her appointment the Manchester Guardian had published an 
article on the subject, giving her name and address, and 
repeating her views as to the desirability of having women 
police surgeons, especially in a certain class of inquiries. 

Testimonials to Dr. Wells’s character were put in from 
Professor H. A. Burgess, Dr. R. G. MacGowan, and Mr. J. W. 
Orr, a stipendiary magistrate. 

The President, in announcing the decision of the Council, 
said that the proved facts brought Dr. Wells within the 
terms of the Council’s Warning Notice with regard to adver- 
tising, and the Council took a serious view of such offences ; 
but it had taken note of her unreserved apology, and did not 
see fit to direct the erasure of her name. 


CHARGES OF CANVASSING 

The Council considered the case of James Lionel Bocarro, 
registered as of Creek Road, Deptford, who was summoned 
on the charge that he had canvassed with a view to obtaining 
patients. Five cases were mentioned specifically, in which it 
was alleged that Dr. Bocarro had canvassed the patients of 
the complainant, Dr. R. D. Kamdin. It was also charged 
against Dr. Bocarro that he had issued first certificates of 
incapacity for work under the Insurance Acts in respect of 
two patients, when in fact he had not seen or examined them 
on the day in question. 

The complainant was accompanied by Mr. Quass, instructed 
by Osborn and Osborn, and Dr. Bocarro was defended by 
Mr. Appelbe, solicitor. 

On behalf of the complainant it was stated that in June, 
1929, after Dr. Bocarro’s employment as Dr. Kamdin’s 
assistant had been terminated, he canvassed the several 
patients whose names were set out in the charge. He had 
meanwhile set up for himself in the neighbourhood of Dr. 
Kamdin’s practice in Bermondsey. 

After five of the patients had given evidence as to the 
alleged canvassing, Dr. Kamdin went into the witness-box, 
and stated that he entered upon his practice at Dockhead, 
Bermondsey, in 1927. During the first year Dr. Bocarro 
wus his assistant, ceasing his whole-time assistantship in 
June, 1928, but remaining for a further year as part-time 
assistant. Dr. Bocarro gave an undertaking not to distribute 
his professional cards in Dr. Kamdin’s district or make an 
appointment with the patients of Dr. Kamdin without the 
latter’s knowledge and consent. Some of the persons who 
had been approached transferred from his panel list to Dr. 
Bocarro’s. At one time negotiations were opened up for the 
sale by Dr. Kamdin to Dr. Bocarro for £250 of the ophthalmic 
part of the practice, but Dr. Kamdin said that Dr. Bocarro 
had never completed the sale. Some litigation took place, 
as a result of which he (Dr. Kamdin) got an injunction 
restraining Dr. Bocarro from canvassing any of his patients. 
Dr. Bocarro disobeyed the injunction, and in consequence 
he was imprisoned for six weeks. 

Dr. Bocarro, in evidence, stated that in October, 1927, 
he entered into a service agreement with Dr. Kamdin, 
and afterwards bought the ophthalmic part of the practice at 
Commercial Road. He admitted the proceedings in respect of 
the injunction, but said that he was not legally represented. 
With regard to one of the cases complained of, Dr. Bocarro 
siid that he had attended the patient frequently as Dr. 
Kamdin’s assistant, and it was quite possible that, meeting 
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her in the street casually, he gave her his new address. Other 
patients, on his setting up practice in Bermondsey, came 
and asked to be put on his list. With regard to the 
certificates, he strongly denied that they bore his signature. 
The name was not signed in the usual way that he signed it, 
and he believed that there was somebody masquerading as 
himself and giving his address. He denied distributing visiting 
cards to Dr. Kamdin’s patients. 

Mr. Appelbe, on behalf of Dr. Bocarro, said that he had 
apparently not been represented during the proceedings in the 
High Court, and he was not very well versed in court pro- 
cedure ; foolishly he broke the interim injunction, and suffered 
the penalty. Following that, of course, he had not canvassed 
or seen any of the patients connected with the Dockhead 
practice, although all along, by virtue of his previous 
assistantship, he had regarded some of them as his own 
patients, knowing as he did all about their cases. The present 
complaints related to incidents during the period of the dispute 
culminating in the injunction. There was undoubtedly a 
strong feeling between these two practitioners, but he hoped the 
Council would take a lenient view of Dr. Bocarro’s conduct. 

Mr. Quass, for the complainant, said that there was no 
dispute as to the main facts, and listening to the stories on 
both sides, he felt that the Council would have no doubt as 
to where the truth lay. 

The Council found that four out of the five charges relating 
to canvassing had been proved, also the two charges relating 
to the improper issue of certificates, and, deciding that this 
constituted infamous conduct in a professional respect, directed 
the Registrar to erase Dr. Bocarro’s name. 


The Council spent seven hours on the hearing of the case 
of Thomas Francis Roche, registered as of Fairfield West, 
Kingston-on-Thames, against whom it was charged that he 
had personally or through an agent canvassed with a view to 
obtaining patients. The names of seven persons were men- 
tioned, two of whom were patients of Dr. Pattison Armstrong, 
and one a patient of Dr. Gerald Cock. 

The complainants were Dr. Cock and six other Kingston 
practitioners, who were represented by Mr. C. Nyholm- 
Shawcross, instructed by Mr. Washington Fox. Dr. Roche 
was defended by Mr. T. F. Davis, instructed by Mr. Garland- 
Wells. 

Owing to the delayed arrival of the counsel for the com- 
plainant, the case was opened by Dr. Cock, who said that 
there had been trouble at Kingston ever since Dr. Roche set 
up in practice there in 1929. The complaint, however, had 
not been brought earlier owing to obstruction in the obtaining 
ot evidence. The matter had been simmering for a long time, 
and complaints were constantly coming in. 

Mr. Davis, for the respondent, said that he did not want 
to obstruct Dr. Cock, but there were limits to what was 
allowed in an opening speech. The President also said that 
it would be better if Dr. Cock proceeded forthwith to call his 
witnesses. 

The first witness was a Mr. Cherry, who stated that he had 
been on Dr. Armstrong’s list from 1922 until a year ago, when 
he changed on to Dr. Roche’s. In 1930 a man called at his 
house, saying that he represented Dr. Roche, and requested 
his wife to let their three children go on to Dr. Roche’s club, 
for which sixpence a week was collected, and this visitor also 
suggested that he (the father) should transfer to Dr. Roche’s 
list, saying that it might as well be a family affair. Four other 
witnesses, all women, gave evidence as to canvassing by an 
unnamed person, whose object was to get their husbands to 
change to Dr. Roche’s list or to enrol the children on his 
medical club. One of them stated that the man in question 
announced himself as canvassing not only for Dr. Roche 
but also for a coal merchant. Another stated that twice 
when she attended the respondent’s surgery Dr. Roche had 
asked her to persuade her husband and her stepson to become 
his insurance patients. Another said that he had asked her 
to join his medical club for her children, the charge being 
twopence a week for one child and threepence for two, but it 
was a condition that if families were received in the club 
the father as an insured person should go on to Dr. Roche’s 
list. The collector had told her that Dr. Roche would not 
take the children without the husband. 

Dr. Roche, in evidence, said that he had practised in 
Kingston from 1911 to 1913, and had returned there in 1929 
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without buying a practice. There was no resident local 
sition in the part of Kingston where he had settled, but 

a lock-up surgery. He strongly denied that he had re 
or through an agent canvassed any person. He started i: 
club in March, 1930, and it was badly needed in that woul 
class neighbourhood. He had not enrolled any member 
himself, and to those who told him they wanted to join ty 
replied that his collector would call on them. The man Why 
had collected for him had also done so during his . 
practice at Kingston, when he had a similar club ; the 
knew his duties well, and was constantly being remindeg thay 
he must not place himself under any suspicion of canyase 
Quite early in his second practice at Kingston he had inforny, 
tion that members of the profession were watching him, an 
this made him specially careful. 

In cross-examination as to where he had practised in jy 
interval between his two periods of practice in Kingsto, 
Dr. Roche said that following divorce proceedings in jgy 
his name was erased from the Medical Register, and wy 
restored in 1915, after which he had practised in Birmj 
and in South Wales. His practice in Kingston had grog 
considerably in two years; this he attributed to the fact 
that his previous residence’ there was remembered, that th 
locality was very populous, that he charged small fees, jg 
which he received cash, many of the poorer class of 
preferring that method to the periodical receipt of doctoy 
bills, also to the fact that his wife assisted in the Surgery, 


and that he himself possessed a _ certain amount ¢ 
‘ personality.’’ It was quite a general custom to empl 
collectors. He paid 2s. in the £ for collecting money, and i 


for services rendered in enrolling new members in the cb 
He cautioned them continually, because he knew he wa 
being watched by Dr. Cock and other doctors. They wep 
even accosting his patients in the street and obtaining pay. 
ticulars from them, and a women was going round ing 
motor car to people’s houses to gain information which coulj 
be used against him. It was conveyed to him soon after his 
residence in Kingston that one of the dectors had said tha 
he had been hounded out of Kingston once, and would’ 
hounded out again. Asked why four witnesses should com 
of their own accord and give false evidence, he replied: “ Dif 
they come of their own accord?”’ 

Mr. Nyholm-Shawcross, for the complainants, said thati 
these doctors were making grave charges against Dr. Rech 
he was making even greater charges against them. On behal 
of his clients he repudiated these suggestions. 

On re-examination Dr. Roche said that his panel list grr 
rapidly ; about one hundred acceptances came in in Octobe, 
and since that was the case, apart from any question @ 
ethics, there was no need for canvassing. 

Mr. C. E. Smith, one of the collectors, in evidence, said thi 
as Dr. Roche’s club became known its membership increas 
on the recommendations of those already in it. He had bea 
specially warned that he must not approach people withott 
having first had some intimation, either from Dr. Rode 
himself or club members, that they had expressed a wi 
to join. He denied that he had ever asked anyone to transit 
from another doctor to Dr. Roche, nor had he any instme 
tions that the family was not eligible for the club unless t& 
father was on Dr. Roche’s panel; in fact, there were maqy 
families in the club when the father was on the pand @ 
another doctor. His employment with Dr. Roche was pat 
time, and his average earnings about ten shillings a weéh 
a second collector getting much the same. This seco 
collector, a Mr. Jackson, had been ready to tender evident 
at the beginning of the proceedings, but on account of day 
had been unable to remain until this stage of the case, ail 
the same was true of another of Dr. Roche’s witnesses. 

Mr. Davis, in a final speech for the respondent, complained 
of the atmosphere of prejudice which had been brought ii 
the case. It had served to divert attention from the flim} 
nature of the evidence. This was not a case where @ 
professional man heard of some impropriety and proo 
to investigate it; it was a case where patients had b# 
definitely approached with a view to convicting Dr. Roche 
Indeed, witnesses for the complainants had admitted ti 
doctors had been questioning them. Consider the positiom 
these working people. Was it unlikely that in a distnit

Roche had acquired this large practice by means of can- 
sing, some bitterness was not unnatural. The case came 
ard on the complaint of seven doctors of Kingston, and 
je asked that their case be accepted. 
After a long session in camera, the President announced 
that the Council had found the facts alleged against Dr. Roche 
jg respect of five out of the séven items of the charge to 
jave been proved to its satisfaction. The Council had 
geordingly judged him to have been guilty of infamous : 
conduct in-a professional respect, and had directed the 
Registrar to erase his name from the Medical Register.

National Insurance 


Sr E. Hilton Young, the Minister of Health, received a 
deputation, on December Ist, from the National Association 
of Trade Union Approved Societies.

In several of the matters to which his attention had been 
dawn he was in sympathy with the objects which the 
association had in view, and it was to be hoped that when 
means permitted those objects would be achieved. It had, 
however, to be recognized that in the present financial. diffi- 
culties of the country it was impossible to undertake amend- 
ments of the health insurance scheme involving heavy cost 
to the Exchequer.
